FIGURES CANAL COST. 


Eng ineer Sa y s It Will Be 
a Disa p­ 
po intment a t First. 


Chicago, Feb. 26.— Three hund rei 
millions of dollars was computed as 
being th e probable ultim ate cost of 
the P anam a canal by Lym an E. Cool­ 
ey,. th e .civil engineer, who has made 
a personal exam ination of the propos­ 
ed route. 
Mr. Cooley estim ated th at 
it would take from ten or fifteen years 
to com plete the canal, and thought tha 
for some tim e it would be a commei 
cial disappointm ent, though a neces 
sity from a political and national de 
fensc* standpoint. 
“W hen I .say th at the canal will be 
a disappointm ent from a commercia 
view for some years 
after comply 
lion,”, said Mr. Cooley. “ I m ean that 
it will not be used as much as m ight 
be a t first. 
The Suez canal will con 
tinue to serve all the greatly popu­ 
lated areas of the world.

esiify that they had witnessed the 
accident.
